ST. LOUIS MUST CHOOSE 
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Two more political ieaders an- 
nounced their full support today 
for the proposed $17,230,000 pub- 
lic school bond issue that will be 
resubmitied to voters at a special 
elect Tuesday. 

Latest to indorse the bond issue 
were John J. Nangle, Democratic 
national committeeman from Mis- 
souri, and Coroner Patrick Tay- 
lor,.a leading Democrat here. 

In the .May 1 speciai election, 
in which the bond issue proposal 
failed by only 275 votes in at- 
taining the necessary’ two-thirds 
‘favorable majority, most* Demo- 
cratic politicians remained aloof. 

Darst’s Support Pledged. 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst who op- 
posed the bond issue at the first 
election, has pledged to support 
the proposal this time. He has 
been joined by City Treasurer 
John J. Dwyer, chairman of the 
Democratic City Committee. 

Republican leaders who reaf- 
firmed their support of the pro- 
posal yesterday were Ancel A. 
Skaggs, chairman of the Repub- 
lican City Committee, and Presi- 
dent Charles E. Albanese of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Nangle described the proposal 
as a “forward step” for St. Louis. 
“Success of the measure is neces- 
sary if St. Louis is to progress,” 
he declared. “I have supported 
such proposals in the past and I 
am whole-heartedly in favor of 
this one.” 

Taylor said: “I shall vote for 
the bond issue and shall work for 
it. We must do all we can to see 


that children get decent schools. 


We must eliminate terrible over- 
crowding that exists in some 
schools. Passage of the bond is- 
sue will assure our children a 
decent education in the kind of 
schools they need.” 

Voters were urged today to 
support the school bond issue 
proposal by the Rev. James W. 
Clarke, president of the Metro- 
politan Church Federation of St. 
Louis. He said: 

“The vote on the loan for con- 
struction of new, and the im- 
provement of many of the present 
school buildings is being resub- 
mitted to citizens Tuesday. If 
their decision is favorable, 16 new 
schools will be erected, present 
inadequate facilities in others im- 
proved and the present over- 
crowding in Negro schools elimi- 
nated. 

Cites Proposed Tax Rise. 

“The loan cannot be reasonably 
opposed on the basis of cost, as 
the increased taxation will amount 
to only $2.50 per $5000 property 
valuation. 

“As Protestant Christians, we 
are definitely committed to the 
public school system. Any condi- 
tion which imperils or weakens it 
must be remedied. The present 
situation in St. Louis constitutes 
such a state and, therefore, in the 
name of Him who proclaimed hu- 
man beings the supreme value in 
the world, and constantly empha- 
sized the worth of childhood and 
youth, I call upon all citizens to 
attend the polls and exercise their 
franchise in terms of Christian 
conscience.” 

Echeal T. Feinstein, member of 
the Citizens’ Advisory Committee, 
which recommended the bond is- 
sue, told pupil§ at Hadley Techni- 
cal School they could take part 
in t..e campaign by “teaching peo- 
ple how to vote.” 

“Remind them,” he said, “that 
next Tuesday’s ballot will be a 
negative ballot. In other words, 
that they vote FOR the clause 
they want by voting AGAINST 
the clause they don’t want. . 

“Urge them to strike out the 
words ‘Against the loan’ and you 
will be doing yourselves and your 
city a great favor.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 1— 
The Missouri Public Service Com- 
today approved only 
$200,000 of a $953,000 annual in- 
trastate freight rate increase 
sought by railroads operating in 
the state. It again refused to 
follow a federal Interstate Com- 
merce Commission pattern of di- 
viding the state into rate zones, 
for interstate freight rate pur- 
poses. 

The case, affecting 20 railroads, 
involved a rehearing 6f three 
former rate increase cases in 
which the Missouri commission 
balked at granting the same per- 
centage increzses in _ intrastate 
freight rates as allowed by the 
ICC in interstate freight rates 
affecting Missouri. 

In those cases the state com- 
mission also refused to follow the 
ICC zone pattern for Missouri, on 
the ground that to do so would 
partition the state for rate pur- 
poses and create discrimination 
among Missouri cities and ship- 
pers. 

Increase Granted by ICC. 

Since 1946, in eight general 
railroad rate cases, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has 
granted increases in_ interstate 
freight rates totaling 79 per cent 
in northeast Missouri, 64 per cent 
in north Missouri, 56 per cent in 
south Missouri and 60 per cent on 
freight traffic moving between 
northern and southern sections of 
the state. 

In the same period, in seven 
cases, the Missouri commission, 
instead of following the ICC, has 
increased intrastate rates a total 
of 56 per cent for all sections of 
the state, except a small area in 
the northeast section of the state, 
where the increases have aggre- 
gated 62 per cent. The increase 
granted today amcunted to about 
one per cent.

Complete Information. 


Tucker said the booklets and 
bulletins will contain complete 
information, with numerous dia- 
grams and ‘illustrations, on what 
should be done in event of a 
threatened air attack and toby 
ing an actual bombing. 

The bulletins will outline rules 
for building managers and own- 
ers to follow in determining the 
safest place in the structure for 
occupants during an air raid. 

Attention is called to the fact 
that suitable shelter areas will 
vary with the type of building. 
In large buildings, it is pointed 
out, the shelter in any event 
should be somewhere below the 
top five floors. 

Operators of buildings that do 
not seem to have any suitable 
place for use as bomb shelters 
are advised to arrange for trans- 
fer of their occupants to nearby 
structures in an emergency. The 
suggestion is made that signs be 
widely posted, with directional 
arrows, to show location of shel- 
ters. 

Shelters Being Sought. 

Tucker said his staff is at- 
tempting to line up a number of 
buildings throughout the city 
that would be available as public 
shelters, to afford protection for 
persons caught away from their

Mayor Darst said action on the 
measure may be delayed until the 
administration obtains sufficient 
additional revenue to put it into 


effect. Two bills, one to give the 
city a share of the state income 
tax and another for a city earn- 
ings tax, are pending in the Leg- 
islature. 

Public workers covered by lo- 
cal pension or retirement sys- 
tems, such as school teachers, po- 
licemen and firemen, are not el- 
igible under the act for the addi- 
tional coverage. 

State and city employes will 
be require contribute 142 per 
cent of theif wages up to $3600 
a year as their share of fhe cost 


.of the Social Security coverage 


and their employing agency, the 
state or the city, will contribute 
a like amount. 

The additional cost to the State 
was estimated by State Comp- 
troller Elmer L. Pigg at $540,000 
a year.

Johnson J. Hayes sentenced the 
26-year-old defendant to six years 
in the federal reformatory at 
Ashland, Ky. 
‘The State Department an- 
nounced March 27 that Williams 
and three other employes of the 
United States consulate at Hong 
Kong had been dismissed last 
December as homosexuals and 
that Williams had admitted tak- 
ing bribes. His home is at Carr- 
boro, N.C. The Government 
charged that he accepted $3000 
in United Stafesicurrency for ap- 
proving Chinese visas.

2. New programs in the

3. The United ‘States’s peaceful purposes in world poli- 
tics are being particularly emphasized.

Secretary of State Dean Acheson 


to the people of the Soviet “re- 
public” of Georgia was broad- 
east, in a translation, on the 
Voice’s first Georgian-language 
broadcast last Saturday. 
Acheson Stresses Truth. 

In the same way, President 
Truman sent a special message to 
Israel when programs in He- 
brew, were inaugurated, and Sec- 
retary Acheson sent a message to 
Albania when the first Albanian- 
language broadcast went on the 
air. 

“The Voice of America will 
from now on bring you in your 
own language the truth which the 
Communists fear and try to keep 
from you,” a ag Ss message to 
Georgia said. e shall tell you 
what goes on in the world at 
large, including the aggressive 
militaristic actions in the name 
of peace for which the Commu- 
nist leaders are responsible.” 

Acheson paid tribute to the 
Georgians’ traditional love of 
freedom and invited them to 
share the American vision of a 
future in which freedom and 
peace will prevail. 

“The ultimate goal of the 
American people and their gov- 
ernment is a peaceful world in 
which there is no strong and no 


States is plotting to annex 
| Georgia, and they tell the people | 
of the Far Eastern maritime prov- 
inces that the United States is 
going to seize their territory— 
in this last case pointing to the 
American intervention in Siberia 
during and just after World War 
I as proof of the viciousness of 
Washington’s designs. 

The current American attempt 
to counteract this propaganda is 
a part of the basic strategy of the 
Voice. This strategy calls first 
for the building up and holding 
of audiences which will listen 
regularly to American programs— 
and believe them. 


The Voice tries to do this both 
by reaching the largest possible 
numbers of listeners and by min- 
imizing obvious, aggressive propa- 
| ganda in its programs and con- 
centrating on plausible, matter- 
of-fact reporting of the truth. 


Two Chief Aims in Drive. 

The United States has two prin- 
cipal purposes in mind in build- 
ing up its audiences. 

First, Washington attaches con- 
siderable 
cumulative effects of constant 
iteration and reiteration of its 
versions of the truth over a long 
period of time. 

This will create some under- 
standing of and sympathy for the 
United States, it will make Rus- 
sian listeners doubt and even dis- 
believe their own Government’s 
propaganda, it will make them 
wonder why their Government 
says the things it does, and it will 
encourage a habit of independent

The United States also has a 
second major purpose in seeking 
to build up an audience in Rus- 
sia.

These, the Hardy committee 
asserts, “are the biggest: bonanza that ever came 
down the government pike.”

Industrialists are offered tax concessions as 
inducements to expand defense production. 
Under the Defense Production Act, they may 
write off against taxes up to 100 per cent of the 
cost of new plants or expansion. This amortiza- 
tien is permitted within five years, though the 
normal period is 20 years. 2 

Tax concessions to the steel industry have 
averaged about 75 per cent.” The Hardy com- 
mittee finds that $500,000,000 in concessions 
were granted steel “without any effort to verify 
the self-serving statements on each application.” 
and that this loose policy contributes toward 
monopolistic concentrations. ¢ 

Nowhere did the committee discover illegal 
conduct, but that is because of * extremely 
generous law and a far too generous’ administra- 
tion of it. For it is possible for the Government 
to pay up to 70 cents of every dollar spent for a 
defense plant, and still own no part of the plant. 

The basic question is how far the public is 
obligated to foot the bill for defense industry. 
The Government might fairly assume nearly 
all the burden for a munitions works that would 
be useless in péacetime. But why should the 
taxpayers finance so much of a steel plant 
which could be used profitably ‘long after the 
defense emergency? ¢ 

Poor judgment and inefficient managemégt 
in Washington are “an invitation to impro- 
priety,” the committee says. Actually they can 
lead to legalized robbery of the Treasury. 

The Hardy committee suggests that defense 
tending and tax concessions be consolidated in, 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation. This 
may seem surprising, since the RFC itself only 
recently emerged from sharp criticism. But 
Stuart Symington, the new RFC chief, is clean- 
ing house, and certainly his agency has more 
experience in business problems than some of 
the new emergency boards.

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Where Every Vote Is Needed 


The most important practical consideration 
to be kept in mind in connection with the 
June 5 school bond election is that two-thirds 
of the votes must be cast in favor of the issue 
to assure its approval. If it gets a smaller 
majority, it will be just as dead as if the votes 
had gone against it. 

We feel certain that most St. Louisans are 
convinced that the Board of Education must 
have the $17,230,000 if it is to do enough build- 
ing and repair work to bring public school 
facilities up to the demands being made on 
them. Without the minimum construction pro- 
gram represented by this-sum, existing inade- 
quacies will grow from bad to worse. There 
will be more and more overcrowding, less and 
less discipline, greater and greater handicaps 
to good teaching and increasing unfairness to 
the pupils, the citizens of tomorrow.

Since an embargo has been voted by the U.N.

CHANTILLY, France, June 1 
(UP)—Robert Knowles, United 
- States Walker Cup player from 
Brookline, Mass., won the French 
Amateur Golf championship today 
by defeating defending Champion 
Henri de LaMaze of France, 3 
and 2, in their 36-hole final over 
the war-scarred Chantilly course. 

Knowles took the lead at the 
eighth hole and never was head- 
ed as he snapped De LaMaze's 
domination of the event.

Knowles clung to a 1-up lead 
after the morning 18 which was 
played in a drizzling rain over the 
course which the Germans used 
to camouflage an air field during 
World War II.

Sawyer, Despairing of Phils, 


Bids for Left-Handed Slugger } 


NEW YORK, June 1 (UP)—Manager Eddie Sawyer of the de- 
fending champion Philadelphia Phillies today conceded the 1951 


National League pennant to the 


Brodklyn Dodgers and said “his 


team “shouldbe 35 games behind.” 


Sawyer admitted his champions 
were strangling on a diet of right- 
handed pitching and probably 
would have to make a deal for a 
good left-handed -hitter to move 
back into contention. 

But Chuck Dressen, manager of 
the Dodgers who beat the Phil- 
lies, 4-3, last night and knocked 
them seven games under the .500 
mark, laughed scornfully when in- 
formed Sawyer had “given” him 
the pennant. 

“I never give up,” Dressen said. 
“I never gave up even when 
managed the Reds and had a 
bunch of kids. I always said then 
I had a chance.” | 

Negotiations On for Deal. 

Dressen said, however, that he 
knew the Phillies were trying des- 
perately to make a deal for a 
left-handed power hitter. 

“They got to,” Dressen said. “I 
know the guy they’re trying to 
get and I hope they don’t get 
him.” 

He would not identify the 
player. 

Sawyer admitted he was just 
“scrambling” —trying to find a 


combination that might score runs 


against right handed pitching. 

Sawyer already has benched 
Del Ennis, Willie Jones and Eddie 
Waitkus, three of the 1950 cham- 
pions’ outstanding — in an 
effort to find a winning combina- 
tion, but to no avail. 


Six right-handers—Sal Maglie, 
Larry Jansen, Max Surkont, Vern 
Bickford, Joe Presko arid Gerry 
Staley—have combined for 12 vic- 
tories over the Phillies. More- 
over, they have allowed only 18 
runs in 11 starts against them. 

Six other right-handers—Johnny 
Klippstein, Ralph Branca, Don 
Newcombe, Mel Queen, Murry 
Dickson and Willie Ramsdell— 
have hurled games in which the 
Phillies failed to score more than 
three runs. 

All told, the 12 pitchers have 


I\started 17 games against the 


Phillies in which they have 
scored a total of 32 runs and 
have scored three or fewer in 15 
contests. 

Unless the Phillies obtain the 
left-handed power they seek they 
may make the first impotent de- 
fense of a National League pen- 
nant since the 1939 Cubs, who 
finished fourth after losing four 
straight to the Yankees in 1938. 
The worst defense of recent times 
was made by the Cardinals of 
1932, who finished sixth after 
winning the pennant in 1931.

Charles Brackett, who left his successful partnership 
with Billy Wilder to produce and co-write this, has given us 
a farce with a lot of holes in it. It is pretty hard to believe 
that, after the bride initially mistakes her mother-in-law for 
the new cook, the error could be allowed to stand indefinitely. 
But, on the other hand, he has given Miss Ritter some 


amusing lines which she handles in that dry, canny, down- 
to-earth way of hers to produce some genuine laughs. There 
is also a touch of pathos in her unhesitating willingness to 
sacrifice her own pride for her son’s happiness, which might 
have been made more so in a more logical plot. John Lund 
and Gene Tierney offer standard help as the newlyweds, 
and Miriam Hopkins manages to be competently gruesome 
as the snobbish, malicious mother of the bride, the other 
extreme in the maternal scale. 

Just why running a hamburger stand should necessarily 
indicate Miss Ritter’s low social status in the film, we don’t 
follow. Some of our best millionaires started with hamburger 
stands, and today the lowly burger is a high-priced, aristo- 
cratic item which commands the esteem formerly given the 
two-inch-thick sirloin steak, which has moved way up into 


the stratosphere. 


Kirk Douglas Tries a Western 


Plots that have a group struggling across the burning 
Mohave desert and disintegrating as they go aren't new, but 
“ALONG THE GREAT DIVIDE,” opening at the FOX tonight, 
offers novelty in the fact that Kirk Douglas joins the ranks 

of the otherwise legitimate actors essaying 


Westerns, and that Virginia Mayo musses 
her hair and dirties her face to portray a 
hoyden daughter of a cattle-rustler. 

Mr. Douglas plays a tough United States 
Marshal who saves the rustler and suspected 
murder from a lynching party and takes a 
ad short cut with him across the desert to bring 
him to court for a fair trial and to escape the frustrated 
lynchers.

“I cannot get away with it...

We quickly had ropes made 
fast from the sterns of all the 
canoes to the bow of the Kon- 
Tiki, and the four sturdy out- 
rigger canoes spread out in fan 
formation, like a dog team, ahead 
of the wooden raft. Knut jumped 
into the dinghy and found a place 
as draft dog in among the canoes, 
and we uthers, with paddles, post- 
ed ourselves on the two outside 
logs of the Kon-Tiki. And so be- 
gan, for the first time, a struggle 
against the east wind which had 
been at our back for so long. 

It was now pitch dark until the 
moon rose, and there was a fresh 
wind. On land the inhabitants 
of the village had collected brush- 
wood and lighted a big fire to 
show us the direction of the pas- 
sage through the reef. The thun- 
déring from the reef surrounded 
us in the darkness like a cease- 
lessly roaring waterfall, and at 
first the noise grew louder and 
louder. 

We could not see the team that 
Was pulling us in the canoes 
ahead, but we heard them sing- 
ing exhilarating war songs in 
Polynesian at the top of their 
lungs. We could hear that Knut 
was with them, for every. time 
the Polynesian music died away 
we heard Knut’s solitary voice 
singing Norwegian folk songs in 
the midst of the Polynesians’ 
chorus. To complete the chaos we 
on board the raft chimed in with 
“Tom Brown's baby had a pimple 
on his nose,” and both white’ and 
brown men heaved at their pad- 
dles with laughter and’ song. 

We were overflowing with high 
spirits. Ninety-seven days. Ar- 
rived in Polynesia. There would 
be a feast in the village that eve- 
ning. The natives cheered and 
bellowed and shouted. There was 
a landing on Angatau only once 
a year, when the copra schooner 
came from Tahiti to fetch coco- 
nut kernels. So there would in- 
deed be a feast ‘round the fire 
on;land that evening. 

But the angry wind blew stub-

bornly., We toiled till every limb 
ached. We held our ground, but 


' the fire did not come any nearer 


and the thunder from the reef 
was just the same as before. 

Gradually the singing died 
away. All grew still. It was all 
and more the men could do to 
row. The fire did not move; it 
only danced up and down as we 
fell and rose with the seas. Three 
hours passed, and it was now 9 
o'clock. Gradually we began to 
lose ground. We were tired. 
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E made the natives under- 
W stand that we needed more 

help from land. They ex- 
plained to us that there were 
plenty of people ashore, but they 
had only these four seagoing 
canoes in the whole island. 

Then Knut appeared out of the 
darkness with the dinghy. He 
had an idea; he could row in in 
the rubber dinghy and fetch more 
natives. Five or six men could 
sit crowded. together in the 
dinghy at a pinch. 

This was too risky. Knut had 
no local knowledge; he would 
never be able to feel his way for- 
ward to the opening in the coral 
reef in that pitch-black darkness. 
He then proposed to take with 
him the leader of the natives, 
who could show him the way. I 
did not think this plan a safe one, 
either, for the native had no ex- 
perience in maneuvering a clumsy 
rubber dinghy through the nar- 
row and dangerous passage. 

But I asked Knut to fetch the 
leader, who was sitting paddling 


in the darkness ahead of us, so 
that we might hear what he 
thought of the situation. It was 


clear enough that we were no 


longer able to prevent ourselves 
from drifting astern. 

Knut disappeared into the dark- 
ness to find the leader. When 
some time had passed and Knut 
had not returned with the leader, 
we shouted for them but received 
no answer except from a cackling 
chorus of Polynesians ahead. 
Knut had vanished into the dark- 
ness. 

At that moment we understood 
what had happened. In all the 
bustle, noise, and turmoil Knut 
had misunderstood his instruc- 
tions and rowed shoreward with 
the leader. All our shouting was 
useless, for where Knut now was 
all other sounds were drowned 
by the thundering all along the 
barrier, 

We quickly got hold of a Morse 
lamp, and a man climbed up to 
the masthead and__ signaled, 
“Come back. Come back.” 


But no one came back. 


With two men away and one 
continuously signaling at the 
masthead our drift astern in- 
creased, and the rest of us. had 
begun to grow really tired. We 
threw marks overboard and saw 
that we were moving slowly but 
surely the wrong way. 

The fire grew smaller and the 
noise from the breakers less. And 
the farther we emerged from 
under the lee of the palm forest, 
the firmer hold of us the eternal 
east wind took. We felt it again
